The message was intercepted by 


the authorities, a translation .made 
and then permitted to reach the wife 
who was later grilled by the state's 
attorney's office. 


Mazzaro Reads Note. 


John Mazzaro, on the stand in'his 


own defense, was forced to read the 
message for the juhy but up to the 
noon adjournment the state had not 
attempted to draw from him an ex- 
planation of the 
note. It is pre- 


•sumed this will come later when, it 
is said, the state is prepared to tear 
his splendid alibi, made 'Saturday, 
to shreds. 


The translation of the note fol- 


lows:

"My dear wife :— 


Let you know that the police 


know it all, of that fact which

- Tell the truth, for

This will 
total only about 1260.

For elemnetary school work in 


state graded schools and grades b£- 
low high school in city elementary 
grades 1600 new teachers are needsd 
each year. The normal schools will 
this year turn out only 713 elemen- 
tary school teachers arid 16 kiiuier- 


The high schools of the state re- 


quired before the war 640 new teach- 
ers each year, exclusive of teachers 
for'special subjects such as domestic 
science, manual training, etc. 
This 


year the university will turn out only 
about 155 regular high school teach- 
ers, -the colleges about 140/ and the 
normal schools about ISO, or 425 in 
all.- 


PARIS—Alarmed by the result ol 


the bye election at Hull last week, 
in which the coalition candidate was 
defeated by a liberal, Premier Lloyd 
George, according to the Echo d»' .

OME of the logic that is now being used in condemning the 
wisdom of the strike at this time indicates the moral plane 


from which our Madison employers are viewing the situation. 


Evidently the dollar mark is the sole test which governs 


the motives and the attitude of the employers in the present 
controversy. 


It is being said that this is a poor time to strike,, because 


the plants have but little work and that they therefore are in a 
position to fight the demands of the men. 


If that is true, all the more to the discredit of the employers. 
Last August is wasn't true. The employers were then 


running night and day and every time the clock ticked a goodly 
measure of profits were headed toward their coffers. 


Supposing that the employees would have said then: "Well 


this is a GOOD time to strike. They have got to have us now.

CHICAGO—Dissolution of the B3- 


tional baseball commission, the su- 
preme court" of organized baseball, 
absolute severance of relations with 
the national association of minor 
leagues and the revision, of the play- 
ers" contracts eliminating the tan 
davs and reserve clauses will be tne 
probable" result of the- 8240,000 ver- 
dict granted the Baltimore club 0* 
the Federal league by a jury in tne 
District of Columbia supreme court 
on Saturday.

These revolutionary measures to 


safeguard baseball from all future 
legal attacks -were forecast by Ban 
Johnson, president of the American 
league, upon his return from Wash- 
ington Sunday night. . The Ameri- 
can and -National leagues, together 
with their club owners and officials, 
and certain official* of the defunct 
Federal league were defendants in 
the 
$900,000 'suit for 
damages 


brought under the Sherman-anti- 
truit law. 
President Johnson said that an ap- 


peal would be taken to the court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia, 
and if necessary to the supreme 
court of the United States. 


Adroit*.Ifs a Blow 
"The verdict, of course, is a blow 


to baseball," President Johnson said, 
"but we are not particularly dis- 
tressed ai it was nothing more than 
w« expected nndtr the circum- 
stances. We were bound to appeal, 
no matter what amount of damages. 
involved was. 
"Baseball has been conducted nn- 


dor the present system for forty 
years and hat been persistent, in its 
success of keeping the sport (dean 
and retaining the dignity of the 
Came. If we have been wrong in ous 
operations, then, of course, we want 
to know about it." 
"What methods the American and 


National leagues would-adopt to gov- 
ern themselves would be among the

by name—stands out as one-of the 
greatest pacers in the light harness 
game.
